(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

The disclosure is objected to because it is replete with grammatical errors too numerous 
to mention in all instances. The following are several examples of defects. The specification 
should be carefully proofread for additional defects . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

On page 1, lines 6-9 are non-idiomatic. 

On page 1, line 8, "will" should be changed to ~ with ~. 

On page 1, line 18, "pignon" should be changed to ~ pinion ~. 

On page 1, line 23, "pignon" should be changed to ~ pinion ~. 

On page 3, line 2, "udible" should be changed to ~ audible ~. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: Appropriate correction 
is required. 

In claim 1, line 1, "Shock" should be changed to ~ A shock ~. 
In claim 1, line 1, ~ an ~ should be inserted after "for". 
In claim 1, line 2, "pignon" should be changed to ~ pinion ~. 
In claim 1, line 7, "pignon" should be changed to ~ pinion ~. 
In claim 1, line 14, ~ a ~ should be inserted after "than". 
In claim 2, line 3, "of should be deleted. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, line 3, "the drive shaft" lacks antecedent basis. In claim 1, line 4, "of 
which" is unclear as to which claim element this refers to. In claim 1, line 5, "a regular" is a 
relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term "regular" is not defined by the claim, 
the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. In claim 
1, line 8, "of which" is unclear as to which claim element this refers to. In claim 1, line 13, "the 
central hole" lacks antecedent basis. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Marini, Hall, Hautier, Bianchi, Laurin, and Morris are cited to show various adjustable 
pitch gear drive propellers. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Claims 2-3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
